For the benefit of some of the 
tolks of Pottawatom ie county who 
are selling irish potatoes and don’t 
feel that they are getting what they 
are worth, I will offer a few sug­ 
gestions as to the better way of 
m arketing the products at a fair 
price. The consumer is very partic-j 
ular when he goes into the s to re 1 
to purchase potatoes. He does not 
like all kinds and sizes in the same 
crate and will therefore pay less 
for mixed potatoes. The same thing 
holds true with the m erchant who is 
purchasing the goods. If you will 
carefully prepare your potatoes be­ 
fore offering them for sale you will 
realize 
from 
twenty-five 
to 
fifty 
per cent more in value than if put j 
on the m arket in ragged sacks with 
one-third dirt, tied with wire and 
all those things th a t go to knock 
the price down. 
1st— All potatoes one and three- 
fourth in diam eter will grade as 
No. 2. 
2nd — All potatoes two and one- 
fourth* inches in diam eter or larger 
will grade as No. I. 
3 rd.— Cut back all scabby rough 
grub eaten potatoes. 
4th. 
Use standard 
two 
bushel 
sacks. Do not use sugar sack, they 
are not standard size for selling po­ 
tatoes in. 
5th.— Do not use ragged sacks. 
6th.— Fill sacks good full. 
7th.— Sew all sacks with binder 
twine and do not use wire. \ o u lose 
when you do. 
8 t i l — Use potato baskets in g a th -1 
e rin g ' potatoes and sieve all d i r t , 
out possible. 
9th.— Not more than two or three i 
pounds of dirt 
should accompany 
bushel of potatoes.
